MAGISTERIAL INQUIRY. 

At’ the Magistraoy yesterday morning Mr. 
H. FB. Woiahonse conducted an inquiry into 
the cirenmstances attending tho death of Cheung 
Choo Mun, sampan. man,-whosa body was 
washed ashore on tha 15th inst. 

P.-C. 407 stated—I found the body an the 15th 
inst. on the beach. near the Commissuriot 
Buildings. There wore seven cats on the body. 
I tock it to the Bospital. Next duy I attonded 
tho post-mortem examinntion. 

Cheung Fak—U attended the post-mortem. 
examination, and recognised the body as that of 
my son, Ho was a married man, bat husbind 
and wifelived apart. He was .a sampan owner, 
snd lived on the bont with two of his fokis, 
Iles: saw him alive on the Sth, when he was 
taking a seamen off to a. man-of-war,. I do not, 
know how he came by his death, only I suspect 
ho bad-baan murdered, though Idon’t know why 
he should hava been. 

De. Hartigan—On the 16th I wont to the 
Mortuary at tao Hospital accompanied by Dr. 
Cantlie and tast witness and held ‘an autopsy 
on thé body. The a per. portion of. the bady 
was very much decomposed; the lower portinu 
was gta fmsh. Thors wera wounds on the 
head, ‘tha ‘bones beneath the wonads being 
Gactared. Tha’ wounds muagt have boeo in- 
flictad by a leary sharp ingtrumect. . ‘The 
wrist of the right hand was sevérad, and there 
vas a heavy slash on the palm of the left hand. 
Theres wag a large incised wound on the right 
aldo. of the neck, and ‘the jawbone was frac. 
tured. Death was most likely caused by homor- 
riage occasioned bh: the wounds, The injuries 
to the skull were alone sufficient tn canse death, 
The body. I shonld say, had been dond four days, 

Dr. Cantlis corroborated tho evidence of the 
previous witness, ‘
